Insects to Feed Now on 


Other Crops. 


(Written for The Review by Sidney 


B. Smith, county agent.) 


The immediate damage from the 


brood of chinch buga now active in 
Macon county is not alarming. 
In 


a few Isolated cases a lew acres of 
corn have been destroyed. 
Most of 


the bugs are about matured and It 
Is probable that 
within 
five days 


they will cease to do further dam- 
age. 


The bugs, when 
fully developed 


•with a set of wings, will fly into 
corn fields and In some other fields 
where young green crops are growing 
and there deposit their eggs. 
Millet 


is an especially attractive crop to 
chinch bugs. 
These egg* will hatch 


about the third or fourth week in 
August. 
If violent rains occur at 


that time they will beat the young 
bug» into the ground end it is diffi- 
cult for them 
to 
extricate 
them- 


selves from the mud and many will 
perish. 


FEED ON OTHER CROP. 


If, however, the weather be fav- 


orable, this brood will 
feed 
upon 


rops that ara green at that time, 
nd it Is reasonable to anticipate a 
arge brood 
and much damage to 


rops that are green at that season. 


The bugs will not, however, feed 
ipon clover, soy beans, nor other le 
gumes. 


Some alarm Is felt concerning the 
owing of wheat this fall. 
It will 


e impractical 
to 
eliminate 
this 


crop. 
The chinch 
bug 
does 
not 


winter In the wheat but hibernates 
n clumps of native grasses and In 
protected places on the south side 
of slopes and hedges. 
In the spring 


the old bugs (which are the ones 
.hat hatch next month) will fly from 
their winter 
ojuarters 
Into 
green 


!ields of oats or wheat and will there 
doposlt their eggs. 
It will there- 


'ore be necessary 
to eliminate both 


heat and oats from the rotation in 


order to effectively destroy favorite 
breeding places for the bugs. 
This 


s out of the range of practical pos- 
sibility. 
v 


ELIMINATE CORN. 


The second brood of chinch hugs 


depend largely upon the corn plant 
for 
feed 
Therefore if we should 


eliminate corn from the rotation it 
probably would be the most effective 
thing we could do to eradicate the 
chinch bug 
This is, of course, im- 


practicable in the corn belt, although 
It H being attempted In southern Illi- 
nois where corn is not as success 
ful nor of as great Importance a« a 
crop' as it Is here. 


The practical way of attacking th» 


chinch bug, therefore, Is by burning 
the dead grass and rubbish In the 
fence rows and corners In November. 
This has b«en foi-nd to destroy over 
seventy-five per cent, of the bugs 
where thoroughly done. 
By accom 


plishing this early In the winter the 
bugs that remain have little protec- 
tion and are exposed to the rough 
weather of winter and early spring. 


Favorable 
weather 
at 
hatching 


time in August and again 
In the 


spring will result In exceptional dam- 
age from bugs next year as they 
have been 
steadily 
Increasing 
In 


numbers and have had no severe set 
back In the past two years. 


Now is the tlma to form a plan for 


a thorough clean up of rubbish and 
shelters for thi1? plant enemy, for ex- 
ecution next fall. 


Editor Review—I not» In Tha Be- 


vlew that the chinch bugs are des- 
troying many corn fields and that 
tha farmers are at a loss to know 
how to get rid of them. 
Spraying 


for the destruction of Insect* ii part 
of my profession and I see Bo reason 
why chinch bugs cannot be kllied the 
same as any other 
bug. 
I 
have 


sprayed hundreds of trees and have 
never failed yet where the insect was i 
In sight. 


Entomologists classify insects ac- 


cording to the structure of their bod- 
ies but in horticultural usage they 
are classified according to th» meth- 
od by which they can b» destroyed 
and this depends on their manner of 
feeding;. 
Chewing 
Insects 
obtain 


their food by eating leaves, stems or 
fruit and ars easily killed by ap- 
plying poison to the plants. But the 
chinch bug Is a sucking insect and 
he gets his food by inserting his 
beak In the cells of the stalks and 
drawing out the sap. Therefore the 
application of poison does not injure 
him. 


But fortunately chinch bugs have 


aoft, tender bodies and are easily 
destroyed by a strong contact stray, 
with some caustic or pungent spray 
material. I have destroyed millions 
of sucking Insects by contact spray- 
Ing and I have a spray pump that 
will do the Job and If 
any 
farmer 


wants to see It tried out he can call 
Sunday and get me and I will take 
my spray pump and go with him and 
ry it out if he will bring me back.
